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To  Ex-Prisoners  of  War. 


Comrades  :  —  I  believe  it  to  be  the  wish  of  every  member  of  this 
Association  that  our  next  re-union  shall  be  a  regular  old-fashioned 
'•  love-feast."  That  it  may  be  a  successful  one,  I  desire  every  mem- 
ber, and  any  other  ex-prisoner  of  war,  to  prepare  himself  with  some 
written  reminiscence  of  prison  life, — some  Vi^tle  incident, — something 
that  will  call  forth,  possibly,  the  remembrance  of  others  on  the  same 
subject. 

Comrades,  let  us  once  more, look  each  other  in  the  face  and  tell, 
in  five  or  ten-minute  speeches,  some  incident  of  prison  life,  not  only 
for  ourselves,  but  that  future  posterity  may  know  the  price  of  liberty. 

In  order  that  this  may  be  done  without  confusion,  let  each  one 
who  will  comply  with  the  above  request  write  to  me  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  next  re-union,  so  that  the  program  can  be  arranged. 
We  desire  to  have  you  write  your  story,  so  that  it  may  be  preserved ; 
for  only  in  this  way  will  the  true  condition  of  prison  life  be  revealed. 
From  such  stories  a  history  will  be  written  that  will  be  a  correct 
history. 

We  will  have  no  long-winded  speeches  at  our  next  re-union, — none 
but  ex-prisoners  to  talk.  The  next  re-union  will  be  an  interesting 
one  if  you  will  make  it  so.  Then,  write  something.  Do  not  be 
afraid  that  it  will  not  be  done  in  a  scholarly  manner ;  write  in  your 
own  language.  Never  mind  if  you  never  saw  the  inside  of  a  gram- 
mar ;  the  facts  in  your  own  language  are  what  we  want.  Sign  your 
name, —  rank,  regiment  and  company,  where  captured,  and  your 
present  post-office  address. 

Do  this,  comrades,  and  we  will  really  have  a  love-feast  at  oiir 
next  meeting.  Fraternally  yours,

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE   I.— Namk. 
This  Assoeialion  shall  be  known  as  "The  Union  Ex-Prisoners  of  War  Associa- 
tion of  Kansas." 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  objecr  of  this  Association  is  to  bind  together  in  friendly  ties  all  the  sur- 
vivors of  southern  military  prisons;  to  do  good;  to  aid  sick,  destitute  and 
friendless  comrades;  and,  by  joint  action  of  its  members  in  any  direction,  to 
secure  justice  to  surviving  comrades;  to  keep  alive  a  true  spirit  of  patriotism, 
and  to  inculcate  proper  sentiments  of  respect  and  veneration  for  the  memory  of 
comrades  who  died ;  to  correct  false  statements  concerning  Andersonville  and 
other  rebel  prisons,  in  order  that  historical  justice  may  be  done  ourselves  and 
the  subject. 

ARTICLE  III  —  Membership. 

Any  person,  upon  presenting  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  been  a  prisoner 
of  war  in  a  southern  military  prison,  and  having  been  honorably  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  having  never  taken  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  Southern  Confederacy,  may,  upon  application  and  the  payment 
of  one  year's  dues,  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV.—  Officers  and  Their  Duties. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Surgeon  and  Chaplain,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  appoint  three  comrades, 
who,  together  with  the  before-mentioned  officers,  shall  constitute  an  executive 
committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  Association,  not  otherwise  provided  lor. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  when  present,  to  approve  all  proper  bills  by  his  signature,  and  per- 
form all  other  duties  pertaining  to  the  office. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  perforin  all  the  duties  of 
the  President,  in  the  absence  of  that  officer. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keejun  true  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association  ;  keep  accurately  the  ac-counts  between  the  Associa- 
tion and  its  members;  receive  all  monies  for  dues  :  p:iy  them  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer, taking  his  receipts  for  the  .same;  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are 
usually  incident  to  the  office. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  money  and  other  property 
of  the  As.sociation ;  shall  receipt  for  the  same;  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him 
when  duly  authorized  by  the  Association,  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  approved 
by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  ;  and  shall  give  a  bond  with  satisfactory 
securities  in  such  amount  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  dutieti. 
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Sec.  7.  Tlie  Surgeon  shall  have  the  surgical  and  medical  charge  of  such  com- 
rades as  may  be  in  need  of  assistance  from  the  Association,  whenever  practica- 
ble, at  the  reasonable  expense  of  the  Association,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  appertain  to  such  office. 

Sec.  8.  The  Chaplain  shall  perform  such  duties  as  u.<ually  devolve  upon  like 
officers  in  like  associations. 

ARTICLE  V. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  amended  or  added  to  by  a  tvro-thirds  vote 
of  all  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting ;  provided,  that  notice  in 
writing  of  such  proposed  alteration,  amendment  or  addition,  shall  have  been 
given  the  Association  at  a  previous  regular  meeting. 


BY-LAWS, 


Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  once  iu 
each  year  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion at  any  time  and  place. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty-five  cents  shall  be  the  annual  dues  of  each  member,  to  be 
paid  in  advance,  :md  the  name  of  any  member  iu  arrea/s  for  more  than  one 
year  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roUs,  pro  tided,  the  Secretary  shall  have  notified 
him  of  his  delinquency. 

Sec.  4.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  presiding  (  fiicers,  one  of  the  comrades  present 
may  be  chosen  to  preside  over  the  meeting,  and  any  other  vacant  office  may  be 
tilled  iu  like  manner. 

Sec.  5.  Each  member,  on  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By  Laws  of  this  Association,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  mem- 
bership, sijiued  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  6.  No  political  discussion  shall  be  allovyed  at  the  meetings  of  this 
Association. 

Sec.  7.  Cushing's  Manual  of  Parliamentary  Proceedings  shall  be  the  guide, 
in  the  conduct  of  the  business  meetings  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  8.  The   election   of  officers   shall   be   conducted  as   follovps :    First,  an 

informal   ballot  shall   be  taken,  and  the  two  comrades  receiving   the  highest 

number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  candidates ;  and  thereupon  a  formal  ballot 

shall  be  taken,  and  the  comrade  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 

declared  elected  to  such  office.

Sec.  9.  Order  of  Business : 

1.  Calling  meeting  to  order.  6.  Unfinished  business. 

2.  Reading  minutes.  7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

3.  President's  address.  8.  Election  of  officers. 

4.  Reports  of  officers.  9.  Adjournment. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

Sec.  10.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  altered  or  added  to  at  any  regular 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  present,  and  at  any  special 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided,  that  notice  in  writing  of  such  proposed 
amendment,  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 

Sec.  11.  This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  be  correctly  transcribed  into 
the  record  book  by  the  Secretary.  » 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF 

THE  FIRST  ANNUAL  RE-UNION 


ToPEKA,  Kansas,  Sept.  15,  1881. 

According  to  previous  arrangement,  the  ex-prisoners  of  war  assem- 
bled at  8  o'clock  in  the  old  Senate  Chamber  of  the  Capitol,  to  transact 
business  and  exchange  experience. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Comrade  W.  H.  Ward,  of  To- 
peka  ;  and  Comrade  C.  G.  Aldrich,  of  Smith  county,  was  chosen  Sec- 
retary, with  Comrade  F.  B.  Colver,  of  Topeka,  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  Comrade  G.  W.  Carey,  of 
Topeka,  and  Comrade  John  C.  Carpenter  responded  in  behalf  of  the 
ex-prisoners  of  the  State. 

"Tenting  To-night  on  the  old  Camp-Ground  "  was  then  sung,  G. 
W.  Arbuckle  leading. 

Comrade  J.  T.  Bradley,  of  Morris  county,  next  gave  a  portion 
of  his  experience  in  a  Texas  prison,  and  was  followed  by  Comrade  T. 
F.  Borchers,  of  Win  field. 

The  permanent  organization  was  then  proceeded  with.  Comrades 
H.  W.  Roby,  A.  W.  Smith  and  John  C.  Carpenter  were  appointed  a 
commiitee  on  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  reported  the  same,  which 
were  adopted. 

Comrade  W.  P.  Campbell,  of  Wichita,  made  a  few  remarks,  closing 
with  a  song,  the  ex-prisoners  joining  in  the  chorus. 

The  election  of  officers  was  next  in  order,  and  the  following^om- 
rades  were  duly  elected  : 

President,  W.  H.  Ward. 
Vice-President,  John  C.  Carpenter. 
Secretary,  F.  B.  Colver. 
Treasurer,  0.  R.  McNary. 
Surgeon,  H.  W.  Roby. 
Chaplain,  T.  F.  Borchers. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  at  $25 
a  year. 

Adjourned  to  9  a.  m.,  Friday. 
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FRIDAY. — Morning  Session. 

The  ex-prisoners  met  again  at  9  o'clock,  and  were  called  to  order 
by  Comrade  F.  B.  Colver,  who  moved  that  Comrade  T.  F.  Borchers 
take  the  chair,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  which  was  carried. 

The  chairman  briefly  rehearsed  the  proceedings  of  the  night  before, 
and  then  stated  that  the  object  of  the  morning  meeting  was  to  finish 
up  some  of  the  business. 

Experience  in  rebel  prisons  was  then  given  by  Comrade  W.  H. 
Lemon,  of  Winchester,  Jefferson  county,  who  vas  followed  by  Com- 
rade O.  K.  McNary,  of  Leavenworth,  and  Asher,  Colver  and  others, 
who  gave  a  few  items  of  their  experience. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  that  House  Bill  No.  4,495  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  special  committee  of  three  to  report  at  the  next  meet- 
ing. Adopted,  and  the  following  were  appointed  :  Comrades  H.  W. 
Roby,  W  H.  Lemmon  and  F.  Covalt. 

The  following  resolution,  oflTered  by  Comrade  T.  F.  Borchers,  was 
adopted : 

Eesolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Association  are  hereby  tendered  the  citizens 
of  Topeka  for  their  very  generous  hospitality  ;  to  the  comrades  who  first  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  this  organization,  and  worked  so  heartily  to  awaken  enthusi- 
asm and  perfect  the  organization ;  to  the  newspapers,  which  have  published 
calls,  reports,  registers  of  names,  and  other  matters. 

Comrade  W,  H.  Roby  then  recited  a  poem,  after  which  the  Associ- 
ation adjourned  to  the  call  of  the  executive  committee. 
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Second   Annual   Re-Union. 

ToPEKA,  September  14,  1882. 

The  association  of  ex-prisoners  was  called  to  order  at  the  State 
House  at  3  o'clock,  W.  P.  Campbell,  of  Wichita,  temporary  chairman. 
Present,  about  250. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  called  for  and  given.  Present 
number  enrolled,  375. 

The  Constitution  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  read,  as  follows  :

Paid  bills  and  expenses 18  20 

Balance  on   hand ?  3  70 

On  motion,  it  was  received  and  adopted. 

Reading  of  minutes  of  last  meeting  was  omitted  by  vote. 

The  question  of  change  of  place  for  holding  the  ensuing  social 
came  up,  and  was  spoken  upon  by  Comrades  Corey,  Asher,  Corbett, 
Campbell,  Colver,  Blue  and  others  ;  and  after  a  full  discussion  a  mo- 
tion for  a  change  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  the  programme  as 
?ead  was  adopted. 

Motion  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon 
Hon.  J.  G.  Blaine  and  invite  him  to  address  the  ex-prisoners  at  the 
Congregational  church,  was  adopted.  The  committee  was  composed 
of  Comrades  Rounds,  Blue  and  Smith. 

Motion  that  this  Association  march  in  a  body  in  the  procession, 
September  15,  carried. 

Motion  adopted  that  the  committee  already  appointed  wait  on  all 
the  speakers. 

Motion  adopted  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  ascertain, 
from  the  best  sources,  what  knowledge  Jeff  Davis  had  of  the  treat- 
ment of  prisoners,  and  report. 

Motion  adopted  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers,  and  Carey  and 
Asher  were  appointed  tellers. 

The  election  resulted  as  follows  :  President,  A.  M.  Callaham ;  Vice- 
President,  J.  C.  Carpenter  ;  Secretary,  F.  B.  Colver;  Treasurer,  0.  R. 
McNary  ;  Surgeon,  Dr.  H.  W.  Roby. 
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Motion  prevailed  for  this  Association  to  meet  at  the  headquarters 
of  the  First  Division,  to-morrow  morning  at  7:30  o'clock,  to  join  in  the 
procession. 

Comrades  Colver  and  Asher  were  appointed  to  conduct  the  Presi- 
dent-elect to  the  chair. 

Ou  motion,  the  following  were  appointed  to  serve  as  ushers  to-night : 
Comrades  Crandall,  Dodd,  Carey  and  Asher. 

Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  Congregational  Church  at  7:30 
o'clock,  p.  M. 

THE   MEETING   AT    NIGHT. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  ex-prisoners  of  war  in  the  Congregational 
church,  at  night,  W.  P.  Campbell  was  chosen  as  the  presiding  officer. 
After  prayer  by  Dr.  C.  C.  F£)ote,  Comrade  G.  W.  Carey,  of  this 
city,  was  introduced,  and  delivered  the  address  of  welcome.  Col.  J. 
C.  Carpenter,  of  Leavenworth,  was  to  have  made  the  response  ;  but 
his  duties  having  kept  him  away,  he  had  requested  Judge  Campbell 
to  take  his  place,  and  in  accordance  with  this  request  the  Judge  made 
a  brief  talk,  thanking  the  people  of  Topeka  for  the  kind  treatment 
with  which  they  had  been  received. 

Senator  Plumb  was  then  introduced,  and  reqeived  with  great  enthusiasm. 
The  Senator  remarked,  in  opening,  that  the  audience  before  him  was  more 
familiar  than  the  place  in  which  he  was  speaking,  but  hoped  the  incongruity 
would  seem  less  apparent  as  the  evening  wore  on.  He  felt,  in  this  instance, 
that  he  had  rather  listen  to  what  the  ex-prisoners  had  to  say  than  talk  himself. 
A  man  in  a  battle  and  a  man  in  a  rebel  prison  were  in  vastly  different  situations. 
A  man  in  the  first  bad  everything  to  encourage,  and  the  latter  had  everything  to 
discourage  him.  The  experience  men  went  through  in  a  rebel  prison  is  one  of 
those  things  which  burn  into  the  memory,  never  to  be  erased.  There  was  hope 
in  a  battle,  for  that  was  an  experience  soon  to  be  over,  but  in  a  prison-pen  there 
was  no  hope.  A  soldier  there  had  nothing  to  look  forward  to  except  suffering. 
He  could  hope  for  no  aid  from  the  outside,  and  could  not  help  himself.  Every- 
thing was  gloomy  before  him,  and  there  was  no  wonder  that  he  ran  every  risk 
to  escape.  He.  spoke  of  the  great  service  rendered  to  the  escaped  prisoners  by 
contrabands,  and  the  friendliness  the  blacks  felt  to  the  Union  legions  in  blue, 
whose  tramp  meant  liberty  to  them.  They  knew  the  issue  of  the  war  was  their 
freedom  or  continued  slavery,  and  they  felt  from  the  first  that  the  Union  arms 
would  be  successful.  Speaking  of  the  relative  merits  of  the  soldiers  upon  either 
side  during  the  war,  the  Senator  said  that,  as  the  conflict  went  on,  each  had  more 
respect  for  the  other  than  at  first.  The  Xorthern  soldier,  however,  was  the 
superior  of  his  Southern  brother  in  camp  and  on  the  march,  because  he  could 
take  better  care  of  himself;  and  this  the  Southerner  would  admit,  though  as  to 
bravery  the  Southerner  would  not  acknowledge  that  the  Yankee  soldier  was  his 
peer. 
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While  Senator  Plumb  was  speaking,  Senator  Blaine  came  down 
the  aisle,  preceded  by  the  committeemen,  and  was  greeted  with  a 
round  of  cheers,  to  which  he  responded  with  a  slight  bow.  The  Sen- 
ator waited  until  the  cheering  had  subsided,  and  then  resumed  his 
remarks. 

Prof.  Arbuckle  and  daughter  then  sang  a  djuet,  "  God  of  the  Bat- 
tle, Shield  Him  Still." 

As  Mr.  Blaine  came  forward,  he  was  greeted  with  another  burst  of  cheers. 
The  distinguished  gentleman  looked  well  after  his  long  and  exhaustive  trip 
from  the  seaboard  to  the  State  west  of  the  Missouri,  and  appeared  to  be  in  good 
spirits.  His  face  appeared  less  careworn  and  anxious  than  a  year  ago,  and  his 
hair  and  beard  were  not  so  white  as  had  been  represented  by  many  correspond- 
ents who  chronicled  the  events  contemporaneous  with  the  shooting  and  death  of 
the  late  President  Garfield.  His  speech  was  eagerly  listened  to  by  those 
present,  who  strove  not  to  miss  a  single  word  which  fell  from  the  statesman's 
lips.  Mr.  Blaine  began  by  saying  that  he  thought  the  man  in  the  late  war 
whose  sacrifice  was  the  greatest  was  the  one  who  was  taken  prisoner  and  forced 
to  serve  a  term  in  a  rebel  prison-pen.  The  history  of  all  wars  is  that  the  keen- 
est anguish  was  suffered  by  those  who  were  unfortunate  enough  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  enemy.  Our  forefathers  of  the  Eevolution  were  treated,  when 
prisoners  of  war,  with  a  cruelty  which  seems  strange  at  this  day.  The  English 
prison-ship  in  New  York  Bay  was  an  English  Andersonville. 

Boston  Corbett — It  wasn't  seventeen  acres  in  extent,  though. 

Mr.  Blaine  —  No;  nor  was  it  so  bad  in  any  way  as  Andersonville.  The 
English  floating  prison  was  afterwards  burned  by  representatives  of  our  govern- 
ment ;  and  here  I  wish  to  say  a  word  in  favor  of  the  rebel  authorities,  which  is 
that  they  made  haste  to  wipe  out  all  evidences  of  Andersonville,  and  I  am  in- 
formed that  but  slight  traces  of  the  infamous  place  remain.  It  is  to  their  credit 
that  they  strove  to  erase  all  traces  of  this  place,  but  the  fact  stands  that  they 
cannot  wipe  out  the  memory  of  it.  Every  prisoner  in  a  rebel  pen  should  have  a 
personal  memoir  written  down  and  placed  in  the  State  Historical  Societj'^, —  for 
I  suppose  you  have  one  in  Kansas, —  for  safe  keeping.  This  should  be  that  men 
shall  know  that  these  memories  are  not  to  be  forgotten.  The  soldier  in  war 
is  always  a  great  sufferer,  even  if  not  captured  by  the  enemy.  Of  all  the  sad 
fates  which  befall  a  man,  it  is  that  which  subjects  him  to  die  in  an  enemy's 
prison,  before  he  learns  the  result  of  the  contest  he  is  waging.  To  me,  a  sur- 
vivor of  Andersonville  is  a  miracle.  We  have  a  record  of  that  infamous  pen, 
and  in  great  part  are  indebted  to  Gen.  Shanks,  of  Indiana,  who  was  instrumen- 
tal in  having  the  Congressional  inquiry  committee  appointed  which  gave  to  the 
world  at  least  a  partial  history  of  it.  The  English  language  does  not  record  a 
parallel  to  the  history  of  the  sufferings  of  our  men  there.  What  made  Ander- 
sonville appear  so  bad  in  the  eyes  of  the  world  is  that  the  North  always  treated 
its  prisoners  humanely.  The  civilization  of  the  nineteenth  century  had 
obtained  with  our  government.  No  man  who  was  in  a  rebel  army,  and  was 
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incarcerated  in  a  Northern  prison,  can  say  that  his  rations  were  ever  shortened^ 
that  he  was  ever  maltreated  or  clothing  denied  him.  We  did  right  in  not 
retaliating  on  their  prisoners,  and  should  have  wreaked  vengeance  upon  the 
authors  of  the  sufferings  of  our  boys.  There  was  no  justification  for  this  rebel 
cruelty. 

Our  first  great  strength  was  physical,  in  putting  down  the  rebellion;  our 
second,  moral,  in  the  forgiveness  of  those  who  had  fought  against  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  Union.  Those'  who  fought  the  battles  for  ttie  preservation  of  the 
country  have  now  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  a  better  feeling  prevailing  between 
the  North  and  South  than  has  been  known  since  the  beginning  of  the  slavery 
agitation  in  1820.  We  all  know  now  that  the  war  has  done  its  perfect  work. 
We  can  forgive,  if  we  cannot  forget. 

A  voice  —  We  can't  forget. 

Mr.  Blaine  —  Nor  ought  yon  to,  either.  I  don't  see  how  so  many  survivors  of 
the  late  war  happen  to  be  in  Kansas.  You  seem  to  have  absorbed  them  all. 
You  have  a  great  State  here. 

Gov.  St.  John  was  next  called  upon,  and  was  heartily  cheered  as  he  came  for- 
ward. He  said  every  Kansan  would  extend  his  thanks  to  the  distinguished 
gentleman  who  had  come  so  far  to  talk  to  them.  Kansas  had  a  warm  place  in 
her  heart  for  him.  We  could  never,  he  said,  fully  realize  the  sufferings  and 
sacrifices  made  by  the  men  who  served  in  Libby,  Andersonville  and  Belle  Isle, 
and  we  should  never  forget  them.  He  trusted  the  time  would  come  when  the 
nation  would  furnish  a  home  for  every  Union  soldier  who  needed  it.  To-night 
we  are  reaping  the  harvest  of  their  sacrifices  of  twenty  years  ago.  Let  us  go 
forth,  and  each  in  his  capacity  do  his  whole  duty.  Let  us  show  that  we  liave  a 
government  worth  preserving.  Referring  to  the  fact  that  to-morrow  would 
witness  a  grand  parade  of  the  old  veterans,  he  said  our  distinguished  visitor 
would  have  the  opportunity  to  see  how  many  of  the  old  soldiers  of  the  war 
Kansas  had  absorbed,  many  of  whom  came  also  from  Maine.  And  if  ever, 
said  the  Governor,  we  were  proud  of  Maine,  we  are  proud  of  her  now. 

The  Association  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.
